In the face of the claim made iu this 


advertisement tho Xowhall house had the 
poorest provision for fire escapes of any 
hotel of its size, iu the United States; 
and this fact made the loss ot life greater 
by two or turee score than. WUs ever .suf- 
fered by tho -burning of any other hotel 
in this country. There was actually, no 
fire escapes that were practical, and as to 
the employes acting as a trained fire de- 
partment, most of them went down in the 
holocaust, and tho other few barely es- 
caped with their lives. 


There were more lives "lost in tho burn- 


ing of tho Newhall house than by the 
burning of any other hotal iu this coun- 
try. The lost isnowputatS2. The nest 
largest loss wa^ by tho burning ot the 
Southern hotel at St. Louis, in 1877, when 
11 lives wore lost. Tho record of the ho- 
tel fires in the United States is thus fur- 
nished by the Chicago Journal: St. Nich- 
olas hotel, New York, December 10,18C9;

in this country. There was actually no 
lire escapes that were practical, and as to 
.the employes acting as a trained fire de- 
partment, most of them went down, in the 
holocaust, and the other few barely es- 
caped with their, lives. 


There wore more hvesHost in the burn- 


ing of tho Newhall house than by tho 
burning of any other hotel in this coun- 
try. The lost is now put at 82, The next 
largest loss wai by tho burning of the 
Southern hotel at St. Louis, in 1377, when

He was 
discharged from the army, and several 
prominent officers endeavored to get him 
a pension. He seemed to have money in 
abundance. On Thanksgiving Day he 
went to the hotel with the intention of 
going to New York. There he remained 
untilhis death, which was caused by tho 
use of cyanide of potassium. He left no 
scrap of paper which could furnish a 
clew to the location or names of his rela- 
tives. Everything had been carefully 
destroyed, except an account-book, con- 
taining entries of the receipts of consid- 
erable sums of; money. No names ap- 
peared in these entries except those "of 
''Smith" and "Edith." la other cases 
initials were used. He seemed to have 
received money from Edith, and Smith 
was the name of an. apparently mythical 
person, whom he described to his attend- 
dants as his man of business. Sometimes 
he sent his attendant away, saying that 
Smith was coming to talk with him, and 
after his attendant's return he would say 
that Smith had been there; but the hotel 
islerks say that no one ever called to. see 
Geeks, and no one, so far as is known, has 
ei-er seen Smith. The account-book in- 
dicates that Geeks had at least-820,000 • 
invested, but there is nothing to show. 
where the investments are, except ah 
entry about the recent payment of $600 
in interest upon coupon bonds. No one 
knows how this payment was made or 
where the bonds are or where Geeks' land 
lies. No ono has been able to find the 
mythical Smith. 


The day before the suicide Geeks paid' 


his attendant and his landlord, .That 
night an intimate friend called upon 
him. Geeks said he was going to IN ew' 
York tho next day, and hoped to get 
.artificial legs with which he could- walk. 
Ho was soon going to Ohio to superintend 
further excavations o£ the pro-historic' 
mounds, and he spoke enthusiastically of 
the probable results of the new researches 
he would make. He had friends in New 
York whom he had not seen sih.ce.the'.ac- 
cident on the plains. He shrank from 
meeting them, and especially from some 
children whose pity and caresses ho 
feared. Attempts have been made to 
find out who these friends are. A tele- 
gram has been.sent to an.address in St. 
Louis to which Geeks had telegraphed a 
message about Smith. .No answer has- 
been received. Geeks said that his family 
lived near Cologne, and that he'had rela- 
tives in the. South" of France.' He had' 
had no communication with his father 
since 1SGL 'This is about all that his 
friends were ever able to get from him 
in relation to his family. At the time of 
hjs Buffering in Dak'oja he was engaged 
to bo married. The account-book pur- 
.poi-ts ' to contain entries for the period 
:sinco 1868, but it is aaid that all of the" 
entries seem to have been made on one 
day with ono pen and the same ink. 
'Ihere is an abundanee-of mystery about 
tho case, and some things indicate that 
Geeks was not content with concealment 
during his life, but took pains to deceive 
the world after -his death. The usual 
verdict was found -to-day by a coroner's 
jury.— Washington Post.
